In regard to article 23, third section of the 'Besluit luchtverkeer'. 

DECREE 

Article 1 

An exemption is granted to AMAC Corporate Jet to perform flights in the Mode S Enhanced Surveil¬ 
lance designated Airspace in Amsterdam FIR with nationality and registration marks VP-CTF. The flight 
is accepted without a Mode S EHS capable SSR transponder under condition that it has a werking and 
activated Mode S/ELS SSR transponder during the flight in Amsterdam FIR. 

Article 2 

Exemptions applying to EHS-non capable aircraft carry no time limit. However, any new mandate that 
alters the exemption status will be subject to a minimum period of a 5 (five) year notice period. 

A copy of this decree shall be carried on board of the aircraft during the flight.
